“ Unless by the work of man or the 
intervention 
of 
unexpected 
natural 
causes and favorable weather condi­ 
tions something is done to destroy 
boll weevils now in the cotton fields 
of Texas, this pest will destroy a mil­ 
lion or more bales of cotton in this 
State next year.” says W. F. Proctor, 
State agent in charge of demonstra­ 
tion work in Texas. 
"There are more weevils in Texas 
at this time than at any time since 
they made their appearance in this 
State,” continued Dr. Proctor, “and 
they are scattered over a large area. 
The damage to this year’s crop was 
large, but it is a trifle in comparison 
with the loss they will cause Texas 
farmers next year unless something 
is done to prevent it. 
“The heavy growth put on by the 
cotton plant after the rains that ac­ 
companied the gulf storm has furnish­ 
ed the weevils an ample food supply 
to carry them into winter quarters, 
and 
unless 
farmers 
destroy 
them 
early 
they 
will 
have 
an 
immense 
arm y to fight next spring and sum 
mer.” 
Dr. Proctor urges all farmers to 
give attention to the weevil menace 
as soon as they finish peking cotton. 
W here the size of the stalks and the 
number of cattle permit, the stalks 
may be pastured, but this plan is not 
advised unless the farmer has enough 
cattle to clean up all the stalks. 
Another plan recommended by Dr 
Proctor is to cut the stalks green and 
plow them under. 
If that cannot be 
done he advises that the stalks be 
cut and burned. 
If the latter plan Is followed he 
suggests 
that 
every 
eleventh 
and 
twelfth row be left standing. 
The 
weevils will desert the dead stalks 
and crowd into the two rows left 
standing. When the cut stalks are dry 
enough to bum, rake into windrows

As land renting time is here, The 
Eagle is frequently asked about the 
"third and fourth” law passed by the 
last Legislature, and for the benefit 
of our readers the law' is here repro­ 
duced as follows;

March 5, 1915. 
The law in full is as 
follows: 
Be it enacted by the Legislature 
of the State of Texas: 
Section I. 
That article 5475, table 
89, of the revised civil statutes of 
1911, be and is hereby so amended 
that the same will hereafter read as 
follows: 
Article :.47:> »:’.225>. 
Landlord shall 
have 
preference 
lien—AU 
persons 
leasing or renting lands or tenements 
at will or for a term of years shall 
have a preference lien upon the prop­ 
erty of the tenant, as hereinafter in­ 
dicated, upon such premises, for any 
rent that may become due and for all 
money and the value of the animals, 
tools, 
provisions 
and 
supplies 
fur­ 
nished by tne landlord to the tenant 
to make a crop on such premises, and 
together secure, house and put the 
same in condition for marketing, the 
money, animals and tools and provi­ 
sions and supplies so furnished be­ 
ing 
necessary 
for 
that 
purpose, 
w hether the same is to be paid in 
money, agricultural products or other 
property; and this lien shall apply 
only to animals, tools and other prop­ 
erty furnished by the landlord to the 
tenant and to the crop raised on such 
premises; 
provided, 
however, 
thiB 
article shall not apply in any way 
nor in any case where any person 
leases or rents lands or tenements 
at will or for a term of years for 
agricultural purposes where the same 
is cultivated by the tenant who fur 
nishes everything except the land, 
and where the landlord charges a 
rental of more than one-third of the 
value of the grain and more than one 
fourth of the value of the cotton 
raised on said land; nor where the 
landlord furnishes everything except

AUTOMOBILE LAW. 


Rights 
of 
Automobiles 
and 
Other 
Vehicles as Defined by Statute. 
Because of the general interest of 
the "law of the road,” particularly as 
to automobiles, the law is herewith 
given for the benefit of the readers 
of The Eagle: 
Article 
814. 
Name 
of 
owner 
of 
automobile or motor vehicle to be 
registered—All owners of automobiles 
or motor vehicles shall, before using 
such vehicles or machines upon the 
public roads, streets or driveways, 
register with the county clerk of the 
county in which he resides his name, 
which name shall be registered by 
the county clerk in consecutive order 
in a book to be kept for that purpose, 
and shall be numbered in the order 
of their registration; and it shall be 
the duty of such owner or owners to 
display in a conspicuous place on said 
machine the number so registered, 
which number shall be in figures not 
less than six inches in height 
The 
county clerk shall be paid by such 
owner or owners a fee of 50c for each 
machine registered. Act 1907, p. 193.) 
Article 815. 
Speed of regulated— 
No automobile or motor vehicle shall 
be driven or operated upon any pub­ 
lic road, street or driveway at a 
greater speed than eighteen miles an 
hour, or upon any public road, street 
or driveway, within the built-up por­ 
tions of any town or village, the lim its 
of which shall be fixed by the munici­ 
pal officers thereof, at a greater rate 
of speed than eight miles an hour, 
except where suck city or town, br 
an ordinance or by law, allow a 
greater rate of speed; provided, tho 
speed limit shall not apply to race 
courses or speedways.

person driving or operating an auto­

cause such vehicle or machine to 
come to a standstill as quickly as pos­ 
sible. and to remain stationary long 
enough to allow the animal to pass.
